Term limits case 


is still an option 
for Pres. Lee

While it is still unclear whether 
President Rex Lee will present argu- 
ments against. term limits before the 
U.S. Supreme Court later this month, 
law firms involved are gearing up for 
what promises to be one of hottest 
issues of the upcoming session. 

At least four firms and several 
prominent individuals are involved in 
the case scheduled for Noy. 29 that 
will determine the constitutionality of 
a 1992 Arkansas referendum limiting 
the terms of state Be federal aeeisie

the issue name “Supreme Court Justice 
Robert Bork, former White House 
special council Lloyd Cutler, 
President Lee and several Arkansas 
congressmen as being involved in the 
litigation. 

The current case is a caetples one as 
it is a combination of two Arkansas 
term limits suits: U.S. Term Limits v. 
Ray Thorton, D-Ark., and the State of 
Arkansas v. Bobbie Hill. 

As a result, several law firms have 
interests in the issue. Deciding who 
will present oral arguments is a com- 
plex affair,.said Rex Nelson, political 
editor of the Little Rock Democrat. 

As recently as two weeks ago 
President Lee indicated he was still 
considering presenting oral arguments 
for the position against term limits, 
stating it would be one of the most 
important cases of his legal career. 

Dee, is “a, member. of ithe 
Washington, D.C. law firm Sidley & 
Austin, one of the firms that is chal- 
lenging the term-limits issue. 
However, because other firms are 
involved, several other lawyers could 
potentially deliver the oral arguments. 

An attorney at one of those firms, 
Elizabeth Murray of Friday, Eldridge 
and Clark, says the decision on who 
will make the presentation will most 
likely be made sometime next week 
and all three firms will be involved in 
the decision. 

She said likely candidates include 
herself, President Lee and Lewis 
Coen, an attorney at Wilmer, Cutler 
and Pickering — the third firm 
involved in the suit, where Lloyd 
Cutler is a partner. 

Murray says all the candidates have 
something to offer the case, and the 
choice .will be based on who can best 


represent the interests of all three 


firms. 

Typically, 30 minutes are allotted to 
each side to argue positions before 
the Supreme Court; however, because 
sO many parties are involved in this 
case, 45 minutes have been granted. 
Litigants can divide the time anyway 
they chose. including as many attor- 
neys as necessary. 

Murray said 15 minutes of the case 
against term limits will be occupied 
by current U.S. Solicitor General 
Drew Day, but the remaining 30 will 
be occupied by only one individual 
from the three firms. 

Meanwhile, speculations on who 
will present oral arguments in favor 
of term limits are just as numerous. 

Previously it had been rumored 
Robert Bork would fill the task as he 
has already presented a legal brief on 
behalf of two Republican Arkansas

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Utah politicians vote 
for few ‘green’ issues

Several Utah candidates were asked 
to make a “green voter pledge” in 
support of environmental issues 
because Utah politicians in the past 
have left a poor support record in 
Washington D.C. 

“Congress is failing the public on 
the environment. This was the worst 
Congress since we started keeping 
track 25 years ago,” said Jim Maddy, 
president of the League of 
Conservation voters. 

“Never have they had such a great 
number of opportunities and done so 
little.” 

The U.S. Public Interest Research 
Group (USPIRG), League of Women 
Voters and Sierra Club all protested 
the lack of environmentally friendly 
legislation passed through Congress 
and objected to the. poor support from 
Utah politicians. 

“Utahns by-in-large are very keen 
on the environment,” said Lawson 
LeGate, southwest regional represen- 
tative for the Sierra Club. “People 
overwhelmingly say we want more 
protection.” 

Candidates were asked to participate 
in a pledge to support 16 environmen- 
tal issues in the upcoming 104th 
Congress, as stated by the USPIRG. 

But only three responded. 

Rep. Karen Sheperd received a 100 
percent rating, signing her willingness 
to support all the issues outlined by 


the pledge. 

Sheperd’s independent challenger 
Merrill Cook scored a 31 percent, 
voting for five of the 16 issues, and 
Democrat Pat Shea scored an 81 per- 
cent’ approval mark, agreeing to sup- 
port 13 of the 16 issues. 

Sen, Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, and Enid 
Greene Waldholtz, who is running 
against Sheperd and Cook, did not 
respond. 

‘ “Basically, Waldholtz and Hatch 
refused to return them,” said Scott 
Murtishaw, USPIRG’s spokesman. 


* Solid waste, toxic pollution, global 


warming and energy and environmen- 
tal preservation, were the environ- 
mental topics USPIRG asked candi- 
dates to support. 

“There are democratic heroes and 
zeros,” said Peter Kelley, communi- 
cations director for the League of 
Conservation Voters in Washington 
D.C. Orton voted 12 percent for envi- 
ronmental issues in the last Congress,. 
and Sheperd voted 100 percent, 
Kelley said. 

“Both of your senators are absolute 
zeros,” Kelley said. 

“They voted against everything. 

People in the more urban areas tend 
to worry more about the environment, 
and ironically, people in wide-open 
places seem to take it for granted, ° 
Kelley said.

John Walsh-and other Cougar players 
were involved in a brawl with 
University of Utah team members at

Appeals board 
ambivalent on 


fate of Academy

Both sides in the heated debate 
about whether to tear down the his- 
toric Academy Square buildings 
claimed victory Thursday after a 
Provo Board of Appeals heard four 
hours of expert testimony on the 
issue. 

The board eventually voted to 
uphold Provo Chief Building 
Inspector Chuck Hugo’s earlier pro- 
nouncement that the buildings were 
unsafe and a nuisance to safety. 

At the same time, the board — made 
up of architects, electricians and other 
building professionals — recom- 
mended the city not tear down the 
buildings. Instead they suggested that 
public safety risks could be lessened 
by simply making the complex more 
secure from intruders. 

In the past, a chain link fence has 
separated vandals and possible liabili- 
ty suits, from the dilapidated build- 
ings. 

The Utah Heritage Foundation, 
which seeks to preserve the buildings, 
tried to prove that the damage to the 
buildings is the result of inadequate 
security measures, and said there 
would be no danger to the public if 
the buildings could be made more 
secure. 

Provo Fire Chief Rod Jones testified 
on behalf of the city that the buildings 
were marred inside by graffiti and 


bar last November: Using bar officials 
and bouncers as sources, Wolper said 
that the fight was started by a small 
group of BYU players when they 
began taunting a larger group of Ute 
players in the basement of the bar. A 
fight ensued, and bar room officials 
had.to escort the BYU players out. 

The article said Walsh was. “intoxi- 
cated, and had to be protected from U 
players.” 

One bar employee said in the article 
that BYU players come in “all the 
time” to the establishment. 

Another incident mentioned in the 
article involved a report by several 
sources that Walsh was seen at a con- 
cert at the Utah State Fair Grounds 
“drinking beer with friends.” 

When approached by Wolper, 
Assistant Athletic Director Val Hale 
gave the reporter a statement from 
Walsh, where he said he had no com- 
ment and didn’t know, “what (Wolper) 


was talking about.” 

Coach LaVell Edwards also said he 
didn’t know anything about the inci- 
dent. 

In relation to these ideas the 
article alleged a “double-standard” 
practiced by the University and the 
community when it comes to disci- 
plining BYU big-name athletes. One 
incident mentioned by Wolper is a 
trip that an unnamed BYU official 
and former BYU Director of 
Communications Paul Richards took 
to see a judge about “taking care” of a 
legal issue involving an athlete. The 
article said that former Provo Mayor 
Joseph Jenkins “offered to keep (the 
incident) quiet.” 

According to the article, Jenkins 
later said that he couldn’t remember 
any specifics involving the incident. 

The BYU official involved, Hale 
said, still remains anonymous but is 
no longer with the University.

burn marks left from vagrants’ fires, 
which he said could have easily 
spread throughout the building and 
endangered surrounding buildings. 

“Wouldn’t (the vandalism) then 
seem to indicate that the building is 
not very well secured — that vandals 
can get in easily?” said Vince 
Rampton, attorney for the Utah 
Heritage Foundation. 

After the hearing, Rampton said the 
Utah Heritage Foundation would 
most likely appeal the board’s deci- 
sion that the buildings were danger- 
ous in Utah’s appeals court. 

Mayor George Stewart said the 
board’s suggestion to secure the 
buildings rather than demolish them 
is not binding. He said the only thing 
really holding the bulldozers back is a 
federal court injunction.

Utah Heritage Foundation got a 
temporary injunction on demolition 
because it bought an easement, or 
agreement with the city, that it would 
not demolish the buildings. The 
agreement was originally owned by 
another group interested in saving the 
Academy. 

The city says the easement is void 
because it is not transferable, but the 
Utah Heritage Foundation is getting 
the benefit of the doubt until the fed- 
eral court makes a final decision. 

If the court decides to make the 
injunction permanent, the city may be 
forced to go back to the bargaining ~ 
table with Fred Lucas, the Austin, 
Texas developer who has offered to 
restore the Academy. However, 
Stewart said he was not interested in 
working with Lucas.

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip — Islamic militants knocked off Yasser Arafat’s 
headdress, called him a traitor and threw him out of a mosque funeral Thursday 
in his worst political embarrassment as head of the Palestinian government. 

Enraged mourners fired guns wildly into the air as a phalanx. “of police guards 
whisked Arafat away from the chaotic service for Hani Abed, a militant leader 
killed by a car bomb the fundamentalists blamed on Israel. 

“Arafat is a collaborator” shouted members of the extremist Islamic Jihad 
movement as Arafat was shoved out a back door of the Omari mosque. 
~The scene underscored the growing extremist opposition Arafat has faced in 
the Gaza Strip since Palestinian self-rule began in May. 
~The PLO leader is wedged between Israeli demands to crack down on: Muslim 
fundamentalists responsible for deadly attacks on Israeli civilians, and the need 
to win their support for self-rule. 

Abed died Wednesday after a bomb exploded when he opened the trunk of his 
car. He had been detained by Palestinian police for 18 days in June on suspi- 
eion of helping plan an attack at the Erez border crossing into Israel in: which 
two soldiers were killed. 


Polls show voters undecided as election nears 


WASHINGTON — Less than a week before Election Day, polls in several 
major contests show that a remarkably high number of voters are undecided; 
some repulsed by the nasty campaigns, some unsure they will vote at all. 

“You have these intensely negative campaigns on both sides,” said 
Democratic media adviser Mandy Grunwald. “People are not knowing what to 
believe and are looking for a referee.” 

Whatever the reason, these undecided voters have made several races that 
loom large in the fight for Senate control extraordinarily volatile heading into 
the campaign’s final weekend. 

Republicans are increasingly confident of capturing the majority because 
computer turnout models designed to weed undecided voters from polling show 
a major GOP edge. 


Serbs lose part of town to Croat-Muslim troops 


BUGOJNO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Bosnian Serbs lost at least part of a 
strategic town Thursday to the first major combined military offensive of the 
war by Muslim-led government troops and their Bosnian Croat allies. 

ULN. officials could not confirm the fall of Kupres, a town of 3,500 in central 
Bosnia that has been under joint Croat-Muslim attack since last week. 

But Bosnian President Alija Izetbegovic congratulated, government soldiers 
for-their part in capturing Kupres, Sarajevo radio reported late Thursday. 

“Be convinced that your victory of today illuminates the path of the further 
‘liberation of occupied parts of our country,” Izetbegovic was quoted as saying. 

Croatian TV reported the Bosnian Croat militia “liberated” Kupres, capturing 
a huge amount-of ammunition and equipment and leaving the bodies of Serb 
defenders lying on the road leading into town from the south. 

It-showed what is said was footage of Bosnian Croat militiamen in the town, 
somé holding a sign ripped from a building that said “District Court of Kupres.” 


At least 475 dead in Egyptian floods, fires 


DURUNKA, Egypt — Holding tight to his two children, Mohammed Abdel- 
Aal searched Thursday through the debris of his home, destroyed by the inferno 
that swept through this town in southern Egypt and killed at least 475 people. 
-..Abdel-Aal and the two children escaped; his wife and a 2-year-old son may 
well have not. A day after a torrent of burning oil ravaged the town, they were 
‘still missing. 

The tragedy in Durunka, 200 miles south of Cairo, came as the heaviest rains 
4n 60 years lashed normally arid Egypt. More than 40 people were killed in 
-floods that swept across the country, from the Sinai Peninsula in the east to the 
ancient temples of Luxor in the south. 

* In Durunka, a train carrying fuel oil derailed on track loosened by the torren- 
tial downpour. Electrical wires set the oil ablaze, and swirling flood waters car- 
‘ried the burning oil into the town of 22,000 people. 

By Thursday afternoon, the death toll had jumped dramatically as officials 
‘said that in addition to 258 bodies already in morgues, about 220 other victims 
remained buried in the ruins. Those returning to Durunka feared the toll would 
rise even higher.

However, sources from the term 
limit defense camp say Bork probably 
won't fill such a prominent position. 

Norman Leahy, a spokesman. for 
U.S. Term Limits Inc., says the 
choice will most likely be between 
Arkansas Attorney General Winston 
Bryant.and Washington, D.C., attor- 
ney John Kester, who have played a 
more active role in the case than 
Bork. A spokesman at Kester’s firm 
agreed, calling the choice of Bork a 
“long shot.” 

The case is the first term limits liti- 
gation thé Supreme Court has agreed 
to hear, and issues from a 1992 initia- 
tive allowing Arkansas legislators to 
appear on the ballot only if they have 
served less than two terms in the 
Senate or three terms in the House. 
Incumbents are not restricted from 
running as write-in candidates. 

The initiative was passed with 60 


. percent of the vote — more than 


voted for Arkansian Bill Clinton as 
president. 

Bobbie Hill, a member of the 
Arkansas League of Women Voters, 
was the first to challenge the constitu- 
tionality of the legislation on behalf 
of her organization. The League of 
Women Voters national platform 
opposes term limits*except for the 
president. 

Eventually the case reached the state 
Supreme Court, where term limits for 
state legislators were upheld, but lim- 
its on the candidacy of federal offi- 
cials were determined to be unconsti- 
tutional. That decision prompted 
Term Limits Inc. to file a petition to 
the U.S. Supreme Court which was 
accepted in June. 

Lee was the U.S. Solicitor General 
during the Reagan administration. 
While University president, the BYU 
Board of Trustees must approve each 
case he considers taking.

In a state where the Osmonds and the Mormon 
Tabernacle Choir have defined the music scene for 
generations, a new wave of musical talent is threat- 
ening to wash over Utah’s borders and sweep the 
nation. 

“The local scene is really starting to boom,” said 
Sean Boy Walton, disc jockey for X-96’s “Local’s 
Only” show. 

“The momentum’s been going forever but there’s 
an excitement now that’s mobilizing and motivating 
local musicians,” Walton said. 

With the quality of some of the local groups, it’s 
only a matter of time before one of them gets 
signed by a major label, said Terry Xanthos, owner 
of Sonic Garden CD Exchange and a concert pro- 
moter. 

“Then the whole area will be scouted by other 
national labels wondering ‘What’s going on in 
Provo’,” Xanthos said. 

Xanthos and Walton said Ali Ali Oxen Free, 
Stretsch Armstronng, Peter Breinholdt and Big 
Parade, Agnes Poetry and The Obvious were some 
of the local bands most likely to be signed. 

“Sooner or later, Salt Lake and Utah County will 


be noticed for what it has on a national level,” said 
Mike South, guitarist for one of the most popular 
local bands, Stretsch Armstronng. 

CD releases, radio play-time and attendance at 
concerts are all indicators of a music scene’s 
strength, Xanthos said. 

Based-on those indicators, the Wasatch Front is 
doing very well. 

“That’s how the big bands got started, they got a 
local following, put out a CD and got on the radio,” 
Xanthos said. 

Many local bands are following the same trend, he 
said. 

“Over 20 local groups have produced CDs and 
lots of them are getting played on X-96,” Xanthos 
said. 

Salt Lake radio station X-96 was mentioned by 
many people as one of the biggest factors in the 
local music scene’s strength. 

“X-96 has had a really big effect on local bands,” 
said Randon Purcell, a member of Agnes Poetry. 

Agnes Poetry was one of the first local groups to 
be played on X-96, and for a time was one of the 
top five-requested bands on the station, Walton said. 

“Right now The Obvious and Stretsch Armstronng 
are both in heavy rotation,” Walton said. 

Walton said X-96 is playing these bands because

Williams 
has the most 100-yard games (11), 
most consecutive 100-yard games (5) 
and. most career touchdown receptions 
with 18. 

He is averaging 105 yards per game, 
good enough to rank him 6th in the 
nation. 


Defensively, the Indians have 
struggled, but are improving. Through 
the season’s first three weeks, oppo- 
nents were racking up nearly 600 
yards a game. However, in the last 
four games, the Indians were allowing 
418 yards a game. 

One of the main reasons for the 
improvement is the play of defensive 
tackle Shawn King, who has been 
invited to play in the Hula Bow! all- 
star game at the end of the season. 

Despite NLU’s 1-7 record, Cougar 
Coach LaVell Edwards does not 
underestimate the Indians. He said it 
was an important game for the 
Cougars and after last week’s “flat” 
performance against Arizona State, 
the team must crank it up to play bet- 
ter. 

“We've got to make sure we are 
ready to play, become more focused 
and play harder,’ Edwards said. 

Zaunbrecher is worried that the 
BYU loss to Arizona State may give 
the Cougars added incentive to per- 
form well. 

“They have an excellent football 
team that didn’t play well last week 
and they could come. out fired up to 
make amends for that.”

Part of Stout’s survey asked open- 
ended questions that allowed for dis- 
cussion on TV shows that some felt 
were unfavorable because they were 
inconsistent with LDS‘ values, while 
others appreciated them because they 
taught consequences of poor choices, 
he said.

The media use different tactics to 
get messages to each of these groups, 
and though they can trigger and rein- 
force ideas, they cannot change peo- 
ple, Valenti said. 

Valenti and Stout’s research will be 
published in the summer of 1995, and 
they will teach a class called 
“Communication and Gender” this 
winter in. which they will discuss their 
research and other issues, Stout said.

‘Provisional status’ category 
no longer exists for faculty

BYU faculty members who were 
classified under the title “provisional 
status” in the University’s faculty 
review process were notified in 
October that they will no longer be 
grouped in that category. 

A letter from the office of Alan L. 
Wilkins, associate academic vice 
president for faculty, said revisions in 
BYU’s policy on rank and status, 
which was revised in July, will erase 
the provisional status category. 

The policy is retroactive and will 
apply to all faculty placed in the cate- 
gory by previous evaluations, which 
extends back to 1992. The provisional 


‘status category was not used last year, 


Wilkins said. 

Wilkins said the policy change is 
part of a larger set of changes made in 
a 1992 policy on rank and status. 

“Tt was a review we had intended to 


do when the policy came out in, 


1992,” Wilkins said. 

Brent Harker, associate director of 
BYU Public Communications, said 
part of the reason the title “provision- 
al status” was removéd was due to 
redundance. Until a six-year review is 
completed and faculty members are 
granted continuing status, the status 
of all faculty members is basically 
provisional, he said. 

Wilkins said despite the removal of 
the provisional status category, review 
committees will continue to raise con- 
cerns regarding candidates. 

Under the new policy, candidates 
will not be required to submit the let-
